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Spices For Easter 


a Be modernist says Christ was born no 
different from other men; that His 
death was no different, he was just a 
martyr to a cause. To him there was no 
virgin birth, no propitiatory death, and 
no resurrection. Christ lives on only in 
the influence of His teaching. 

But we are fundamentalists. We be- 
lieve in the miraculous birth, the only 
begotten Son of God, in His sacrificial 
death, and in His resurrection. 

The first fundamentalists had a time 
to remember all that they should about 
their Lord. They were too smitten by 
and too occupied with the turn of events 
to remember what He had said to them. 

The knowledge of Christ is a great 
privilege, but it is not enough. The 
disciples knew Him, had been with 
Him, had seen His works and heard 
His words, but they mourned while 
angels rolled the stone from the tomb. 

Love for Christ is a power for loyalty, 
but that is not enough. The Marys 
loved Him. Were they not last at the 
cross and first at the tomb? 

But though He had promised them 
and taught them of the schedule He 
must follow: suffering, death, burial, 
and resurrection; they, not like the Jews 
who remembered His words and had a 
Roman guard set at the tomb, forgot to 
remember. The men mourned and the 
women carried spices to the tomb, spices 
for the body. Spices on Easter Sunday 
morning! Death was gone in resurrec- 
tion life. 

We sit in the 20th row of the cen- 
tury theater viewing the scene of the 
past, wise in the knowledge of the out- 
come of the story. We could save them 
tears. We could tell them the spices for 
burial are useless. We see it all now. 
They saw only the appearance of the 
moment and mourned awhile until the 
new day brought new joy and hope 
anew. He lives! 

Knowledge and faith were good, but 
not good enough. They must have the 
risen Christ to make them have a mean- 
ing. In spite of our knowledge of the 
record, we too can lose the vital glow 
of personal victory when faced with 
disappointment and the apparent thwart- 
ing of our plans in the failure of cir- 
cumstances to develop as we had hoped. 
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All too often we prepare spices, ready 
to embalm our cherished experience 
with the Lord when we should be joy- 
fully anticipating the fulfillment of His 


word. 


The risen Christ is the basis of our 
hope, of our personal contact with 
heaven. We are saved by Him, not 
by a doctrine. We are blessed by Him, 
not by an attitude. We are healed by 
Him, not by an exercise of faith. ‘These 
are the mechanics of our relationship, 
but it is He Who died for our sins, was 
raised for our justification, is glorified 
for our assurance, and is coming again 
for the consummation of our redemp- 
tion. 


Faith, hope, love, these three, and 
every other Christian virtue are left 
dangling to small purpose without the 
living, resurrected Christ to fulfill, to 
help, to commend, to reward.

Our purpose is not to take 
away anything from our adversaries, but 
to destroy the power of the devil over 
them, give them life and bring them 
into greater possessions, providing leb- 
ensraum, (room to live) for them. 

We must realize that the “all things” 
include tribulation, distress, persecution, 
famine, nakedness, peril, and sword. 
All this builds us up, increases our faith, 
and brings forth Christian character. 
Therein we find a Christian principle: 
“killed all the day long” and yet live, 
yes, develop more abundant life. Even 
as Christ died so we die to sin and self- 
interest and are enabled to face all, 
endure it and go through victoriously 
through Him who loved us. 

We read in 2 Thessalonians 1:2-4, 
“Grace and peace from God our Father 
and the Lord Jesus Christ.

of it. Peter goes as far as to say “Grace 
and peace be multiplied unto you.” 

To have faith grow and charity 
abound toward each other, together 
with patience in all persecutions and 
troubles, an abundant measure of the 
grace of God must be supplied and 
peace must be increased to lodge so 
permanently in our hearts that nothing 
can ruffle or upset us, but that we stand 
firm as God Himself under all circum- 
stances. If we are willing to do God's 
will and be perfect as He is perfect He 
will lead us step by step and provide 
the needed grace. 

Christ said “I give you power over 
all the power of the enemy, and nothing 
shall by any means hurt you.” Again 
He says, “Ye shall receive power after 
that the Holy Ghost is come upon you 
and ye shall be witnesses unto me.” 

To the shame of the church of God 
it must be said that only in a very small 
measure has it entered into that power 
of the Holy Ghost which makes its fol- 
lowers real witnesses in this world. Be- 
ing a witness unto the Lord is not only 
to witness for Christ or to testify to the 
truth at certain occasions, but through 
the power of the Holy Ghost have Christ 
within at all times in such a measure 
that we really represent Him, being in 
His stead, so that people will recognize 
Christ in us when they observe us. 
“My Father and I will love him, and we 
will come unto him and make our abode 
with him.” 

Being overanxious to save souls — if 
such a thing can be said in truth—we 
invent many methods, but have for- 
gotten what really attracts them, and 
we certainly have not yet learned to put 
into practice the power which keeps 
them saved. “Except the Father draw 
them, they will not come,” and except 
the Father continue to attract them, 
they will not stay. There is only one 
foundation and that is laid in and 


through Christ. 


We covet the miracle-working endu- 
ments, that which can be manifested 
and seen. This is proper in accordance 
with the Scriptures. But we forget that 
the unseen things are eternal and that 
there is a better way and a greater power 
to build up the church and help the 
world as a whole. The body makes in- 
crease through the members unto the 
edifying of itself in love. 


We learn from 1 Corinthians 13:8 
that all our cherished gifts will finally 
come to nothing but that this most ex- 
cellent weapon of charity will never fail. 
Paul tells us that he would not have us 
ignorant concerning spirituals (gifts, 
manifestations, men, things, experiences, 
laws, rules and regulations) and_ that 
there is this more excellent way: “The 
greatest of these is charity,” not except- 
ing faith and hope which must also re- 
main with. us. 

We learn from 1 Corinthians 13:1-3 
that this great and. excellent power does 
not consist in doing, but, according to 
1] Corinthians 13:4-7 in enduring and 
suffering cheerfully insults, misunder- 
standings, reproaches, hardships, and 
heartaches; and paying back with un- 
selfishness and kindness. “Charity suf- 
fereth long, and is kind; charity envieth 
not; charity vaunteth not itself, is not 
puffed up, Doth not behave itself un- 
seemly, seeketh not her own, is not 
easily provoked, thinketh no evil; re- 
joiceth not in iniquity, but rejoiceth in 
the truth; beareth all things, believeth 
all things, hopeth all things, endureth 
all things.” This calls for a development 
of the fruit of the Spirit in longsuffering, 
gentleness, goodness, meekness. 


We are told that this charity means 
love. Yes, but it is a certain kind of love, 
not that which is generally thought of 
by us humans. It goes further than the 
golden rule for it constrains us to “bear 
with others more than we expect them 
to bear with us.” If you will examine 
yourself as you examine others who 
vex you by their way of doing things 
you will find that your make-up is en- 
tirely different from theirs. Your char- 
acteristics, your views, your desires, your 
spirit, your education, surroundings, 
friends and activities are different. You 
bump into them and you are stepping 
on their toes continually; and yet they 
must bear with you. Endeavor to make 
yourself fit into this glorious multi-

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“TS the midst of life we are in death” 

How true indeed it is! Just a few 
short days ago we were listening to the 
eloquent words of our distinguished 
brother Charles S. Price, and now he is 
gone, gone into that great eternity into 
which every one of us must someday go, 
gone to stand in the presence of “the Lord 
of the whole earth,” and give an account 
of the deeds done in the body. It hardly 
seems possible that his departure has 
taken place, that he is no longer with 
us, that his melodious voice has been 
stilled by death, and that we shall never 
again see his face until we too reach 
the glory, and stand with him, approved 
in the Master’s sight. 

The news of his home-going was a 
shock to us all. He was one of the 
ablest preachers of our day. I make this 
statement without hesitation and with- 
out apology. He might well have been 
characterized as “a master of assemblies.” 
When the news came to me that he had 
gone, I instantly thought of the words 
that were spoken by David when ap- 
prised of the fact that Abner was dead, 
“Know ye not that there is a prince and 
a great man fallen this day in Israel?” 

I am aware of the fact that man can 
be great only relatively. A great French 
preacher rose to deliver the funeral 
oration beside the bier of his departed 
monarch. A great assembly had gath- 
ered. The preacher stood in silence and 
looked into the faces of his auditors. 
He continued to stand in silence until 
the silence became painful, and groans 
began to come from the multitude be- 
fore him. Then, in a dramatic manner, 
and with a voice that reached to every 
nook and corner of the great auditorium, 
he exclaimed, “Only God is great!” It 
is said that the impression was so mar- 
velous that every person present got 
such a conception of the greatness of 
God as he had never had before. “Only 
God is great.” That is indeed true in 
the absolute sense of the word. But a 
man can be relatively great, great when 
compared with other men. The angel 
Gabriel who announced to Zacharias 
that he was to become the father of the 
forerunner of Messiah, said concerning 
John, “He shall be great in the sight of 
the Lord” CLuke 1:15). If a man is 
“great in the sight of the Lord” he is 
really great. God’s conception of great- 
ness differs from man’s conception, for 
He has said, “As the heavens are higher 
than the earth, so are My ways higher

than your ways ,and My thoughts than 
your thoughts” (Isa. 55:9). Our con- 
ception of what true greatness is can 
only approach the divine ideal as we 
imbibe the spirit of Him who said, “The 
Lord seeth not as man seeth; for man 
looketh on the outward appearance, but 
the Lord looketh on the heart” (1 Sam. 
16°7). 

Dr. Price was a minister for many 
years before he knew experimentally 


~ what conversion is. He was pastor of 


a church in Oakland that I have passed 
many times. He had at that time no 
knowledge whatsoever of the regenerat- 
ing grace of God. He told me once that 
very frequently on a Sunday evening, 
while he was filling that pastorate, after 
having preached to his congregation, he 
donned a tuxedo suit, went over to San 
Francisco, and performed until mid- 
night on the stage of a vaudeville theater. 
It is almost unbelievable, but he told 
me he had done it, and, not just once or 
twice, but quite frequently. He and 
Dr. Towner of San Jose were cronies, 
and they had often smoked together, 
and gone to lodge together; and when 
he heard that Dr. Towner had received 
the Baptism in the Spirit, according to 
Acts 2:4, and that he had invited Mrs. 
McPherson to hold some meetings in 
his church, he came over to San Jose to 
make investigation. He could hardly 
believe what he had heard. He won- 
dered if it could be that Dr. Towner 
was losing his mind. He has often told 
the story as to how, under Sister Mc- 
Pherson’s preaching, he got under con- 
viction. God showed him he had never 
been saved, that he was a sinner, and 
that what he needed was an experience 
of the regenerating grace of God. One 
evening when Sister McPherson invited 
sinners to come to the altar and get 
saved, Dr. Price rose and started. Dr. 
Towner thought he had not understood 
the invitation. He laid his hand upon 
him, and said, “She is asking sinners to 
come.” Dr. Price replied, “I am a sinner, 
and I am going.” And he went, and God 
saved him. Afterwards he received the 
baptism in the Holy Spirit, speaking in 
other tongues as the Spirit gave him 
utterance.; It was the beginning of a 
fruitful ministry. 


Among the Pentecostal people, in | 
every part of the United States, and} 
among thousands of those who are still] 
connected with the denominations, Dr. 
Price has been known. His death will] 
be lamented by all who knew him. But 
we know that God is good, and that God 
is wise. He makes no mistakes. The: 
fact that Dr. Price has been called away) 
emphasizes again the truth that no man) 
is indispensable. Dr. Price was a bit 4 
younger than I am. But God took him 
and left me. His ways are not our ways. 
God knew that he could get alongi 
without him here; otherwise He would 
not have taken him. Who, I wonder, 
will fill the place that has been vacated 
by our brother’s home-going. 

It was my privilege to be associated 
with him for a brief season in a never 
to-be-forgotten camp meeting. He wass 
the afternoon and evening speaker. 1 
was the morning speaker. On one oc 
casion I quoted several verses of my 
poem, “He’ll Find Me Preaching Jesus 
When He Comes,” and mentioned the 
circumstances under which I had writ 
ten it. He said to me afterwards, “You 
told me something I did not know. 
did not know you were the author of 
those verses. I have quoted them many, 
many times, and in almost every part 
of the country. They will from now or 
have a new meaning to me. I am glad 
to know that you wrote them.” 

It was at this camp meeting that I 
heard him relate an incident I shall 
never forget. He told us how, whem 
he was in Jerusalem, at the time of his} 
memorable trip to the Holy Land, hej 
went one day to the Jewish synagogue 
and sat down among the Jewish wor- 
shipers. The rabbi noticed him, andj 
came to him, and asked what he was de4 
ing there.

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GOD MANIFEST IN THE FLESH 


The coming of Jesus Christ into our 
world was the greatest event of all time. 
Someone has referred to it as the “Sun- 
rise of history.” ‘Truly it was the begin- 
ning of a new epoch, and to it the 
Prophets and sages through the years 
had looked forward. Paul seems to sum- 
marize all advent prophecy in his word 
in Galatians 4:4 and 5, which reads: 
“But when the fulness of time was come, 
God sent forth His Son, made of a 
woman, made under the law, to redeem 
them that were under the law, that we 
might receive the adoption of sons.” 

This text contains brief yet adequate 
interpretation of the essential doctrines 
of the Christian faith. 


The Pre-existence of Christ 
“ . 
When the fulness of time was come.” 


Bethlehem was not the beginning. John 
in his opening words declares: “In the 
beginning was the word, and the word 
was with God, and the word was God.” 
In the Gospels many are the references 
of the Lord Himself to His pre-exist- 
ence. Said He on one occasion, “My 
Father hath sent Me.” 

In our Lord’s prayer recorded in John 
17 we have His words: “And now, O 
Father, glorify thou Me with Thine own 
self with the glory which I had with 
Thee before the world was.” God works 
by time and method. Design and time 
are in His dealings with nations and 
men. There is a sense in which His com- 
ing was both a climax and a consumma- 
tion, “When the fulness of the time was 
come.” Further we notice— 


The Virgin Birth 
Surely herein lies the death blow to 


modernism. “Made of a woman’—the 


very language implies the possession of 
a higher nature. The one unchanging 
doctrine of the Bible is that Jesus, in His 
incarnate appearance among men, was 
“God’s only begotten Son.” 

Redemption 

The New Testament word for re- 
demption signifies—to loose, to set free, 
by paying the price. 

The Lord Jesus Christ placed Him- 
self under the law, and in so doing ful- 
filled all the claims of the law in precept 
and penalty, paying the price of liberty 
by the shedding of His own precious 
blood. 

Further in the text we have— 

Adoption 

“That we might receive the adoption 
of sons.” 

This means “the placing of a son.” 
Just as regeneration is a physical meta- 
phor, so is adoption a legal metaphor. 
It is Roman in origin, and unknown 
among the Jews. The word is used of a 
believer in Christ. 

In the simplest language it means the 
taking of one son to become the son of 
another and given the same position as 
a rightful heir by birth, and with all its 
advantages. “But to as many as received 
Him, to them gave He authority to be- 
come the sons of God.” 

Lastly, embodied in this text is the

The Harvest 


We have come face to face today with 
one of the greatest responsibilities that 
has ever faced us as Christian workers. 
We are living in an age where the 
thoughts of humanity have been turned 
away from the glorious truths of the 
gospel of Christ. 

The United States has been declared 
to be the most lawless nation on the 
face of the earth. As I passed through 
Los Angeles on my way home from the 
National Sunday School convention in 
Springfield, I picked up one of the 
morning papers and was somewhat 
startled by an article on the front page. 
It stated that the previous day there 
had been 274 crimes committed in Los 
Angeles alone. Heading the list were 
92 thefts, with a number of other 
crimes listed. 

J. Edgar Hoover of the Federal Bureau 
of Investigation recently said, “This 
country is in dead] ril. We can win 
the war and still lose freedom for all in 
America. A creeping rot of moral dis- 
integration is eating into our nation. 
I am not easily shocked nor easily 
alarmed. But today, like thousands of 
others, I am most shocked and alarmed. 
The arrests of teen-age boys and girls 
are staggering, and some of the crimes 
youngsters commit are almost unspeak- 
able.” 

He speaks again and says: “Crime 
among youth would be practically negli- 
gible if the young people attended Sun- 
day School regularly during their form- 
ative years. Surely no one cognizant of 
the true crime situation in the United 
States could be blind to the importance 
of the activities of this institution in 
reducing materially the army of youth- 
ful offenders and delinquents.” 

It is seldom that the first crime is 
committed after 16 years of age and 
90% of the crimes are committed by 
16- to 24-year-old youths. Captain 
Mathewson of the San Francisco police 
said: “If we will hold our adolescents in 
Sunday School, we will empty our 
courts and fill our churches.” We will 
not only fill our churches but in so do- 
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ing we shall help to fill heaven with 
these souls that shall live on forever and 
forever. I wonder if we are failing our 
Lord in the presentation of the gospel. 
It is easy for us to become more and 
more mechanical in our work for the 
Master. God help us not to do that, 
but may He somehow help us to have 
a vision constantly before us of the 
souls that are slipping into eternity 
without Christ every day. Statistics tell 
us that there are over one hundred thou- 
sand souls going into eternity every 
twenty-four hours. What are we doing 
to somehow fill the gap that they may 
not perish but live?

Matthew tells us in the 9th chapter | 
of his Gospel that “Jesus went about all.

China 

Brother and Sister James Baker, after 
arriving in Hong Kong on their way to 
their appointed work in China, wrote 
back an account of their trip and their 
first views upon their return to China. 
They were both born over there, but 
have been in this country a long time 
getting their education, and have now 
returned as missionaries themselves. 
The letter, written to Brother and Sister 
Ford, got into the hands of the editor; 
so here are parts of it: 


“There were about 280 missionaries 
on our ship; so our trip did not lack for 
pleasant and stimulating fellowship. 
The water, for the most part was com- 
paratively calm . . . two of the days, 
though, were rather exciting. We passed 
through part of the storm that did dam- 
age in Honolulu, and what it did to our 
little barrel of a ship we will never for- 
get. We crept along the passageways 
using both hands to steady ourselves and 
at night we actually grew tired of trying 
to hold ourselves in bed. The boat 
lurched this way and that so that one 
was not safe unless he was holding onto 
something firm. There were many acci- 
dents, and eighteen were pS Sa 
One missionary broke her leg, her arm, 
and her nose in one fall. Others broke 
limbs, too, and there were many severe 
cuts and gashes. A priest who thought 
he wanted to take a look at the house- 
high waves lost his footing and was 
nearly washed overboard. Passengers 
fell backwards in their chairs while play- 
ing games in the lounge, and in the din- 
ing room the chairs were dispensed with. 
Of course all the dishes would go sailing 
off the tables with a terrific crash, food 
and all; and the poor stewards had a 
time cleaning it all up. To add to all 
the excitement, a Hindu died for no 
apparent cause; two men, a Chinese 
and a Hindu, completely lost their 
minds; and two other Chinese tried to 
jump overboard after losing all their 
money at gambling. 

“Hong Kong is a place of contrasts 
between the East and the West. As we 
came into the harbor we were sur- 
rounded by junks and sampans full of 
beggars, but not far away a glistening 
white British seaplane slipped out of the 
sky and into the water with perfect ease. 
While other planes were zooming 


around. overhead the beggars were 
shouting and yelling, holding up their 
long baskets for money and diving in 
the water for coins. We came to the 
Parks’ home on a clean, wide, paved 
thoroughfare traveled by pedestrians, 
tickshas, bicycles, jeeps, trucks, and 
automobiles alike. But two blocks down 
is the dirtiest, narrowest, smelliest Chi- 
nese street you could find. The Parks 
have certainly been kind to us, doing all 
they possibly can to make us comfort- 
able. . . . They have a small place and 
we have really crowded them, but they 
grin and bear it. 

“We've just passed Chinese New 
Year holidays, and what a popping, 
banging time they had here. For two 
days and nights straight, and I mean all 
night too, there was a constant racket of 
firecrackers going off. The market streets 
were decked with flowers and all kinds 
of candies and pastries to celebrate the 
occasion. ‘The streets were jammed with 
people showing off their new clothes or 
their new hair-dos, or just eating, laugh- 
ing, and shooting firecrackers. . . . The 
little corner restaurants are stalls set 
right in the street selling a lot of weird- 
looking concoctions. They say some of 
them aren’t half bad, though. You know, 
they hang up the dried insides of var- 
ious kinds of beasts and fowl to adver- 
tise their menus. All during the holi- 
days the children traipsed around the 
streets in groups doing what looked to 
me like miniature war dances to the beat 
of a drum and stopping at doors for 
gifts. The leader would always be wear- 
ing a huge, ugly devil-mask and a train 
borne by a midget follower. They were 
supposed to bring luck to the homes and 
stores where they stopped. 

“Right here on the block there is a 
‘funny book’ library. The little boys 
come, pay a few cents to the ‘librarian,’ 
also a little boy, and are allowed to squat 
on the sidewalk and look at as many 
illustrated story books as he has paid for. 
On down the street are several families 
who have made their homes on the side- 
walk, for lack of a better place. They 
eat and sleep right there, and, of course, 
are never warm. None of the houses are 
heated here. We all go around in sev- 
eral sweaters and a couple of pair of 
socks on our feet.

Seized by an impelling passion, Joan 
of Arc presented herself to the com- 
mander of the French army when all 
seemed lost. “Let me lead the troops,” 
cried this girl of seventeen. “But they 
will not follow you,” said the great 
soldier. “I will not look back to see if 
any be following me,” came the cour- 
ageous answer. Placing herself at the 
head of the army, waving her banner, 
and, looking not back but forward, she 
drove the enemies from France. 

Patrick Henry, swayed by a passion 
stronger than his desire for life, uttered 
those burning words that will never be 
forgotten so long as there is an America, 
“Give me liberty or give me death.” 

There is a cause infinitely greater 
and a passion infinitely stronger than 
has ever been glorified on the pages of 
secular history. It is the cause of eternal 
salvation for a prodigal world. It is the 
passion that brought our Lord from the 
ivory palaces and the pure worship of 
angels to suffer rejection, opposition, 
and finally to become a curse upon the 
accursed tree. 

Our adorable Lord, having poured 
out His life for sinners, arose on the 
third day and began anew His quest for 
souls. The shameful cross was not the 
end of Jesus, but the end of sin for all 
who would believe in the Christ that 
died for them and rose again. His scat- 
tered, frustrated disciples were gathered 
and organized into a great spiritual 
offensive. The evangelistic crusade was 
to begin at Jerusalem and spread to the 
uttermost part of the world. ‘The strategy 
called for a baptism of the Holy Ghost 
and fire. ‘The power of the Holy Spirit 
was to come on them and abide in them 
forever. “When you go with the gospel,” 
said the Man with the nail-scarred 
hands, “I will go with you even to the 
end of the age.” Oh, this is truly won- 
derful. No wonder they set Jerusalem 
and the pagan world on fire. 
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There is something beautiful and 
challenging about the post-Calvary, post- 
Olivet, post-Pentecost ministry of our 
precious Lord Jesus. He led Philip to 
the long bypassed Samaritans and con- 
firmed His gospel with signs following. 
Then definitely and possibly with some 
misgivings Philip was led to his next 
open door in the chariot of a hungry- 
hearted Ethiopian on the dusty road- 
way. It is precious to contemplate that 
our Lord in the days of His flesh must 
needs go through Samaria to preach to 
a sinful woman by the well. Here again 
we observe that the exalted Christ was 
cognizant of the spiritual hunger in the 
heart of this lonely desert traveler, and 
stationed His anointed preacher exactly 
in the right place at the right time to 
effectually meet his need. 

In the tenth chapter of Acts we read 
the thrilling account of how the Lord 
of glory sought to expedite the program 
of world missions, which even the lead- 
ers at Jerusalem seemed slow to grasp. 
He dispatched an angel with a message 
recommending Evangelist Peter to a 
Gentile audience. He then labored 
with Peter on the housetop to free him 
from clinging Jewish conventions. Havy- 
ing brought the anointed preacher and 
a hungry people together, He then bap- 
tized the whole company with the Holy 
Spirit while Peter was getting squared 
off to preach.

The Latin - Americans 
live out of doors as much as is possible 
and one can always find groups of them 
in the streets. We are looking forward 
to reaching these masses with the car 
we will soon get due to your generosity. 

In addition to the above stated chan- 
nels of service, we will also be able to 
realize the fulfillment of our plans for 
the city of Mendoza, where our central 
work is located. We have long felt the 
need of establishing several branch Sun- 
day schools and meeting places in the 
various sections of the city. Because the 
majority of the people do not own cars 
they live pretty much in their own part 
of the city, and to reach them one must 
open a branch near them. Now we 
will have a means to take some of the 
folks from the central church to these 
branches to help us, to carry musical 


instruments, and other uses to promote 
the work. The time saved in going from 
one place to another will enable us to 
have several meetings on Sunday, the 
all-important day here as at home in 
the States. 

As the various parts of our program 
become co-ordinated and more workers 
become available, we hope to occupy 
several strategic cities to the north of the 
Republic. These are capitals of prov- 
inces. One can readily imagine the 
help your Speed-the-Light car will lend 
us in this work. It can be safely said 
that our possibilities of reaching and 
winning souls have been more than 
doubled because of the missionary vision 
of you young people. We know that 
following this vision has meant sacri- 
ficial giving on the part of many, but 
be assured it is not in vain.

“It is encouraging to see the well at- 
tended Chinese churches. Since the war 
the people have become much more re- 
sponsive, and the different meeting 
places are actually crowded out. But it 
is heartbreaking to see them so poor. 

“It seems a long time since we left 
Oakland; yet those hectic days are still 
vivid. Far from being able to relax here, 
we are in the same situation over again. 
One day we make plans, and the next 
day we change them. Right at present 
we expect to leave Hong Kong by a river 
barge and be towed four days up the 
West River to a place called Wuchow. 
There we will transfer to a smaller boat 
and go several days up a branch river, 
through shallow, dangerous rapids 
(water two or three feet deep) to a 
town called Liuchow. That will place 
us about one-third of the way to Kun- 
ming. At Liuchow we look and pray 
that government or civilian trucks will 
be available to take us on. Due to 
Brother Osgood’s tires being worn out, 
he can’t help us. So we get along the 
best we can. 

“Traveling on this barge is going to 
be some experience, for traveling on the 
same boat are 17 other missionaries. Out 
on the end of the barge is a dirty little 
room ... with 16 narrow wooden bunks 
lined around the wall. Here we are sup- 
posed to live, 19 adults and five chil- 
dren. What a chance for the exercise of 
Christian grace! And what a chance to 
use DDT! One look at a dirty little 
hole called the kitchen, and Marjorie 
promptly lost her appetite. But it is a 
great adventure that we are looking for- 
ward to. Providing we continue to have 
good health, the unusual conditions will 
not hurt us.” 

West Africa 
Brother and Sister Harold E. Rhodes 


write from Freetown, Sierra Leone: 


“We are happy to say that things are 
going along pretty well for us and we 
are as busy as we can be in this climate. 


“We had a lovely Christmas. The 
letters, cards, and gifts you sent us made 
it more enjoyable than we expected our 
first year away from America could be. 
We had dinner with the Kennedys and 
had a most enjoyable time. They live 
on a hill overlooking Freetown, and it 
is always cooler and much more pleas- 
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ant than down here. However, we can’t 
complain too much of the heat because 
so far it hasn’t been too unbearable. They 
tell us March is the real hot month. We 
shall know about it within a few weeks. 
(The letter was written the end of 
January. ) 

“Christmas in Freetown is a terrible 
time. It is celebrated by pagans as well 
as Christians and the manner of cele- 
bration is most disgusting. For two 
weeks before there were groups coming 
to the house wanting to carol for us. 


‘They were not church groups. Some 


came wearing masks and devil faces. 
We did not permit them to entertain us 
as all they wanted was a dash; that 
would be a tip in America. . . . All night 
Christmas Eve, there were crowds of 
drunken natives roaming the streets 
singing and carrying on. . . This is cer- 
tainly a land where the people literally 
worship the devil. The sad part of it is 
that they take on some of the ways of 
Christians and mix it with their pagan 
ways. 

“We are thankful to say that just 
recently we have been able to get the 
lumber to finish the church and make 
the pews. It is all native lumber and 
very hard to work with. However, it 
will be very durable. Just this past week 
a shipment of putty arrived in town, the 
first in seven months. We hope to paint 
and decorate the church soon and will 
be glad when it is entirely finished. . . . 
We have the place all wired for elec- 
tricity . . . as yet we are using kerosene 
lights, and it isn’t too satisfactory. If we 
were in the ‘bush’ where there is no 
electricity we would think nothing of it. 
We know the Lord is able to move the 
hearts of the officials and perhaps we 
will have electricity soon. 


“Our house boy, who has been raised 
a Mohammedan, has taken his stand 
for Christ. He has said he has left the 
Mohammedan religion. He is such a 
fine fellow and so conscientious about 
his work that we feel he will be a real 
asset to the Lord’s work too. He wants 
to be baptized. We are going to have 
classes to instruct the candidates for bap- 
tism in the ways of Christian living. 
We are working with him every day 
teaching him more of the Christian 
way... . His real test will come when 
he sees his family and they start to wield 
their influence. 


“We are progressing some with the 


language, but it is slow.

Years later, when his countrymen sought 
his return in order that they might 
lavish comforts and honors upon him 
in his declining days, it was this un- 
earthly passion that led him to choose 
rather to pour out the last dregs of his 
life in darkest Africa. 

It was this holy passion that caused 
Wesley to leave the marble cathedrals 
of the state church and go out into the 
fields where he could pour out his bur- 
dened soul to a starving populace. 


It was this spiritual quality, utterly 
unknown by the natural man, that 
sent Whitefield through England and 
America preaching and weeping as he 
preached. 

And so we might continue. But suf- 
fice to say this: there has never been a 
man or a movement that had power 
with God and with men that did not 
share this heavenly vision and this im- 
pelling passion. The way of fruitful- 
ness is the way of the cross. The law 
of the kingdom is inexorable: “He that 
would save his life must abide alone.”

Morals Present a Sordid Picture 

The first six months of 1946 saw more 
than 16,000 arrests made for rape, 
prostitution, and other sex offenses. An 
authoritative report revealed that we 
have about three million chronic exces- 
sive drinkers. Alcoholics are still treated 
mainly as criminal offenders rather than 
as medical and psychological problems. 
The rising divorce rate has reached the 
point where one in three marriages is 
being dissolved. The increase in broken 
homes in turn increases juvenile de- 
linquency. 


Crime Costs Burden Everyone 
Our criminals cost each voter about 
$320 a year, far more than we pay for 
education. At this writing, total crime 
figures for last year are not available, 
but for the first six months the FBI re- 
ported 3,161 murders, 
23,550 robberies, 
140,393 burglaries, 
303,106 larcenies, 
94,493 automobile thefts. 
Crime was 14% higher than in 1945, 
but the most striking ‘implications lay 
in the age groups of the principal offen- 
ders. The most frequent age arrested 
was 21. The outstanding increases in 
male offenders was 21 per cent in the 
18-to-20-year-olds and 70 per cent in 
the 21-to-24-year-olds. The FBI fears 
the crime rate will rise. 


Enemies Oppose Gideon Testament 
Distribution 

The Gideons, an organization of 
Christian business men, is engaged in 
the national distribution of New Testa- 
ments (with Psalms and Proverbs 
added). This is an important work, de- 
signed to help the children. 

Thirty thousand copies are to be dis- 
tributed in Denver. Recent opposition 
has arisen, however, that endangers the 
distribution. A Denver attorney, Samuel 
D. Menin, has challenged the constitu- 
tionality of the proposed distribution. 
In his attack, he vilified the Scriptures, 
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saying many hard and unreasonable 
things about the Word of God. Isn’t it 
too bad that some people are always 
ready to destroy a noble work? Our 
children need help—and yet there are 
those who are so blind in their own un- 
belief they can’t see the glories and 
power of the matchless Bible. Pray for 
the Gideons—and their effort in Bible 
distribution.
